was read. The Carter faction, embracing 
a minority of the Legislature, backed 
by the vast influence of the Custom 
House, seceded and inaugurated a war- 
fare for the deposition or assassination 
of Governor Warmouth, and the seizure 
of the State House. The Governor 
promptly placed the entire military and 
police force of the State under com- 
mand of General Longstreet, bidding him 
to act in concert with General Emory. 

During the excitement two persons 
were killed; legal documents flew from 
faction to faction ; the Governor and his 
advisers were arrested ; General Emory 
stationed troops in the city, ready to 
prevent the destruction cf property and 
life; General Longstreet had all the 
military and police in readiness for an 
emergency ; the Governor’s party de- 
termined to maintain the dignity of the 
Legislature ; Speaker Carter was bound 
to capture the State House, and hold 
official sessions ; crowds assembled for 
party demonstrations, and were dis- 
persed by the police ; one party met in 
the State House for business, under a 
strong guard; another in the Gem Sa- 
loon; and finally, the troubles were 
brought to a climax on the 21st, by Col- 
onel Carter calling upon the people to 
rally, fully armed, for liberty or death, 
on the following day, at the Clay Statue. 

The threatened insurrection proved, 
however, a grand farce. Fifty or sixty 
persons, most ly boys, met at noon, armed 
with old muskets, while a crowd of peo- 
ple loitered to the spot to see what 
move would be made next. At noon 
Colonel Carter appeared, and read, amid 
hisses and laughter, a letter from Gen- 
eral Emory, stating his orders to inter- 
fere in case of a riot. 

The State authorities were ready for 
war, and Carter was advised that it 
would take ten thousand well-disciplined 
men to capture the State House. Car- 
ter’s friends advised him that he was 
acting foolishly, and he had better give 
up and stop his fight. The State forces 
were on Dryards Street, about two thou- 
sand strong, with four pieces of artil- 
lery, commanded by Generals Long- 
street and Campbell. 

Carter counseled forbearance, and 
arged his friends to organize for future 
action. His proclamation so disgusted 
the better men among his followers, that 
they abandoned him, and on the 23d 
inst. five of them were admitted to their 
seats in the State House. The Senate 
recognized Speaker Brewster, and the 
conspiracy was brought to a close.

THE STEAMER ‘‘FLORIDA.” 

THE Florida, which, while flying the 
American flag. was twice fired upon by a 
Spanish man-of-war on the high seas, 
was built at Mystic, Conn., in 1859, for 
the Providence and New York line. She 


was bought by the Government in 1°61,

In the Spring of 1870 she was purchased by ' tary stores, vy her present owner, General Darr, | the Government failed to produce a single 
witness. The decision of Judge Blatch- 
ford, before whom the case was tried, 
established the important fact that the 
Cubans and their friends had the same 
right to keep and ship munitions of war 
as the Spaniards, and the Government 
would interfere only in cases of armed 
vessels, or vessels intended to cruise 
against a power at peace with us, or 
with armed expeditions. The ship was 
therefore released, and sailed at once 
for Halifax, Nova Scotia, whence she 
went to St. Thomas, where she was 
long blockaded by Spanish men-of-war. 
On December 14th she sailed for New 
York ; she was tollowed by the Spanish 
man-of-war Vasco Nujiez de Balboa, with 
guns shotted and all prepared for ac- 
tion, and on the high seas, weil out of 
sight of the United States gunboat Shaw- 
mut, was fired at twice, the last time 
with ball cartridge, stopped, boarded, 
and searched by an armed boat’s crew 
from the Spaniard, and then allowed 
to proceed. On the 24th December she 
touched at Nassau in distress, having 
been disabled in a storm. 

The Florida, which is now lying at 
Charleston, 8. C., is commanded by 
Captain George Mitchell, of Brooklyn, 
one of our best and most estimable ship- 
masters, is brigantine rigged, flush deck, 
and has two double back-action engines.

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THE REV: GEORGE H. HEP- 
WORTH. 


Mr. HEPWORTH is a native of Boston. 
Mass., where be was born on the 4th of 
February, 1833. He commenced his 
regular studies in the Latin School of 
Boston, but ill-health prevented his 
following the usual collegiate course, and 
for several years he received instruction 
at home. As he grew up, his constitution 
was greatly improved, and enabled him 
to pursue a three-years’ course of study 
in the Theological School at Cambridge. 
On leaving, he preached for two years in 
Nantucket, but believing he had not 
given sufficient attention to study, he 
returned to the College and took up the 
higher branches. 

While thus engaged, his friends com 
menced building a church for him in 
Boston, and there he proved himself a 
successful and brilliant minister. 

His first independent action was 
founded on the belief that more Chris- 
tian counsel should given the poor, 
and he created considerable excitement 
by leasing the Boston Theatre—the 
most commodious building in the city 
—and preaching to immense crowds 
during four Winters. 

Mr. Hepworth came to New York in 
1869, and was installed pastor of the 
Church of the Messiah.
